SELECTION OF A LIFE COMPANY. 

Many people, when the subject of life insur- 
ance is presented to them, are absolutely non- 
plused at a vast array of figures. In making a 
selection of a company in which to insure, the 
average man is seriously in doubt as to which 
will give the best results and which is the sound- 
est. One company, whether large or small, 
organized on the same basis, and having its rates 
calculated on identical mortality tables, is virtu- 
ally as good as another. The stability of a life 
company depends, to a very large extent, upon 
the honesty and conservatism of those in exec- 
utive control. The reason that assessment com- 
panies have failed in so great numbers in the 
past, cannot be ascribed to the system of insur- 
ance so much as to the dishonest manipulations 
of the management. It is an easy matter fora 
‘promoter’? to start an assessment company, 
establish the business, and then drain the ex- 
chequer. A striking example before the public 
to-day is the Western Mutual Life of Chicago 
It has a superbly and carefully selected business 
has had a phenomenal growth, and an excellent 
agency plant. Under a provident and vigilant 
management, it would soon have developed into 
a sterling institution. The officials alloted them- 
selves exorbitant salaries for the size and age of 
the company, and planned for their own welfare 
rather than for the interests of the policy-hold- 
ers. The result is that the plant is disintegrat- 
ing and probably cannot be preserved. Informa- 
tion regarding the integrity and policy of a 
company is not easily secured, unless there are 
glaring faults. Many agents present compari- 
sons of figures which are misleading unless the 
prospective insurer is fully informed as to the 
character of a company’s investments, the com- 
pany’s general policy, the reputation and con- 
servatism of the management and institution’s 
probable mortality experience. The ratio of 
assets to liabilities, or liabilities to surplus, 
should not carry particular stress. Surplus de- 
pends, for the greater part, on the securities of 
a company and these are not to be relied upon; 
values fluctuate, especially bond and stock in- 
vestments. The reserve and all accumulations, 
for the most part, belong to the policy-holders, 
and should not be taken into account. A life 
insurance premium, as a general rule, is alloted 
into three parts—one set aside for reserve, an- 
other for expense and the third for mortality. 
Surplus depends on the ability of a company to 
earn a certain per cent of interest on its invest- 
vestments, either 3, 3% or 4 per cent; and on a 
rate of mortality not in advance of the standard 
tables. Companies, ably managed, are earning 
more interest than they guarantee, and their 
mortality is more favorable than shown in the 
accepted tables. The selection of the kind of 
policy isof more importance than the company,

for one company, under equal conditions, is as 
strong as another. 
COMPARISON OF PROFITS. 

The general impression prevails in some 
circles that the socalled free commission com- 
panies show a greater profit on underwriting 
than the union or limited commission compa- 
nies. Representative companies of each class 
have been selected by a manager of a large fire 
insurance company and sent to THE WESTERN 
UNDERWRITER for comparison, They are as 
follows:

over the country, a general tendency to reduce 
them further in individual cases, or in particu- 
lar ‘states and cities; with loosely constructed 
forms, greater liability, and more hazardous 
risks on the books than formerly, the outlook 
is not roseate for the future. The expense ratio 
can hardly be decreased. Statistics show that 
there has been an advance of 2 per cent in 
commissions during the last five years, and that 
it has doubled in the last thirty-five years. The 
average rate of commission for 1898 was 20.04 
per cent. Fire losses for the first months of the 
year show an increase of 20 per cent over the 
same period last year.

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Union Committee Meets. 


The sub-committee of the Committee of Fif- 
teen of the Western Union, appointed to con- 
sider the advisability of prohibiting union com- 
panies from reinsuring business in non-union 
companies, where such can be handled by com- 
panies in the organization, was in session at the 
St. Nicholas in Cincinnati yesterday. There 
were present H. M. Magill of the the Phoenix 
of Hartford, chairman; Thomas E, Gallagher 
of the Aetna, Geo. W. Law of the Royal, 
R. J. Smith of the Traders, T. W. Eustis of the 
Manchester. The committee took up the con- 
sideration of the subject, and while there is a 
a general sentiment to make the Union for the 
benefit of its members as regards reinsurance, 
yet the old contracts and obligations have been 
so long in vogue that it will require skillful 
handling to make any iron-bound rules. The 
action of some states in prohibiting reinsurance 
in non-admitted companies, will help the com- 


mittee to some extent. Several union members 


believe that some action is necessary, insomuch 
as non-union companies secure union business 
by shaving a rate or paying excess commissions, 
and then offer it as reinsurance to the very com- 
panies from which they took it. They hold 
that owing to this no reinsurance should be given 
to outside companies. The committee ad- 
journed to meet next week in Chicago, 


Casey.—Casey, who has been anchored to a hermitage 
since the Louisville meeting of local agents, came again 
to the surface at the meeting of the Illinois State Board 
at Delevan Lake, Wis. It is superfluous to add that 
Casey is the bosom friend of Thos. E. Gallagher, general 
agent of the Aetna. Casey, in the original, has never 
been actually seen in flesh and blood by anyone except 
Mr. Gallagher, although many claim to have made his 
acquaintance under very peculiar atmospheric condi 
tions. Mr. Gallagher holds sweet converse with his 
friend Gasey in the Garden of the gods and then gives to 
the world an account of the achievements of that phe- 
nomenal personage. So interested have underwriters 
become in the peregrinations of Casey that several enter- 
prising insurance journals have held forth seductive 
offers to Mr. Gallagher to run a Casey department 
where can be chronicled his characteristics, antics 
aphorisms, and maneuvers. Here, with sprightly 
abandon, Mr. Gallagher might tell the exploits of his 
friend by whom he swears. It is also intimated that 
suggestions have been made to the Aetna to organize an 
auxillary branch to be known as the ‘Casey Under 
writers.’ At the meeting of the Illinois field men, 
Editor A. F. Dean of the Orifliimme, was just about to 
claim an intimate relationship with Casey and assume 
the role of a raconteur, in order to recite the historical 
stages in Casey’s wild career. Mr. Gallagher at once 
protested that he was the only official and authorized 
representative of Casey outside the pale of the Emerald 
Isle, anc hence all that Editor Dean might say would 
not be authentic. Mr. Gallagher, after thus confounding 
the Casey imposters, expatiated on Casey's views of ex- 
pansion. The introduction of Casey’s biography to the 
demure and philosophic field men of Illinois, caused 
considerable excitement, which, according to latest ac- 
counts, has not abated. The confusion is such that it

Mariner was, to be sure, offered temporary 
special agency work in Ohio but this he refused 
without discussion. It seemed certain that Mr. 
Mariner would have no difficulty in effecting an 
engagement with some first-class company, but 
his appointment with the Firemens of Newark 
for the same field occupied for the American 
looks, from this end of the alley, like a ten 
strike. Report has it that Mr. Mariner pro- 
poses to place the Firemens in competition for 
the old American business and if this campaign 
is carried out, his new love stands a first-class 
show of gathering in a large portion of that 
profitable bnsiness. Probably no company 
other than the Firemen’s occupied a position 
offering such inducements to Mr. Mariner and 
his capabilities. It is old-established and has 
large assets and surplus. Neither is it tied up 
with commission obligations, nor has it a busi- 
ness in the west with which the new arrange- 
ment would interfere. Montgomery & Funk- 
houser of Chicago are local agents for both com- 
panies, and if rumors are true, Mr. Funkhouser 
of the firm, materially helped Mr. Mariner to 
his new position and has predicted his success 
in capturing the American renewals. 

JACOBS INDICTED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 

S. W. Jacobs, father of the Chicago Loan and 
Trust Company, sponsor of the Ft. Wayne Fire, 
presiding genius of the Western, of Aurora, and 
president of the Capital Fire, of Jackson, Miss., 
has been held to the grand jury on a charge of 
embezzlement. Mrs. Stella Kroner charges that 
he embezzled securities and money to the 
amount of $2,100, and what makes the charge 
all the more interesting is the fact that the 
plaintiff was a stenographer for Jacobs. Noone 
who reads insurance literature can fail to re- 
member the antics of Mr. Jacobs before Com- 
missioner Elmer H. Dearth, of Minnesota, 
when forged securities were offered as assets of 
the Fort Wayne Fire in a futile attempt to save 
the license of that company in the state. With 
Mr. Jacobs is associated “ Deacon’? W. A. 
Lowell, known throughout the section as having 
been the manager, or otherwise connected, with 
several insurance institutions that failed. 











THE GANS SALVAGE PLANT. 

The plan for the organization of the Western 
Underwriters Salvage Agency of Chicago to 
succeed to the business of the Western Salvage 
Wrecking Agency, has been given an impetus 
by a statement from Leopold Gans explaining 
the impossibility of his father’s desiring too 
much of a consideration for the ‘‘ Good will ”’ 
of the business. Young Mr. Gans states that 
the Springfield, Victoria, Atlas, National of 
Hartford and Phcenix of Hartford, are sub- 
scribers to the stock of the new company and 
that quite a number of managers have forwarded 
to their companies an approval of similar sub 
scriptions. A. J. Harding, of the Springfield, is 
treasurer for the committee and is authorized 
to accept subscriptions. W. S. Woodward, 
assistant manager of the Western Adjustment 
Company, who has been one of the foremost 
leaders in the organization movement, is now in 
the east personally interviewing the companies, 
and explaining the proposition.

CLOSE OF STEVENS’ CAREER. 

The last chapter in the career of Colonel 
William E. Stevens, once a popular local agent 
in Moline, has been closed by his sentence to 
the penetentiary for embezzlement. Stevens 
pleaded guilty to seven out of thirteen indict- 
ments—an unlucky number for him. His plan 
of operation is not unknown to the insurance 
world, but fortunately is a rarity among agents. 
Stevens issued policies for large amounts on 
special hazards and other high-rated risks, re- 
porting them to companies as dwellings. The 
difference in premiums he pocketed. This he 
kept up for several months until the in- 
vitable fire came and in the investigation that 
followed all his illegal transactions came to the 
surface. Colonel Stevens’ agency was estab- 
lished in Moline in 1868 and was one of the 
largest in that section of the state. The com- 
panies in the agency at the time the illegal 
practices were unearthed and who suffered by his 
transactions were: American of Philadelphia; 
Connecticut Fire; Fire Association; London 
and Lancashire; Liverpool and London and 
Globe; Insurance Company of North America; 
National of Hartford; Phoenix of Hartford; 
Phoenix of London; Pennsylvania Fire; Royal 
of England; Sun Insurance Office. Consider- 
able of the money embezzled by Stevens was 
recovered.

GEO. H. MOORE'S INTERVIEW. 

Insurance men are interested in the following 
interview in the Denver Dai/y /ournal with 
Geo. H. Moore, assistant resident secretary of 
the Liverpool & London & Globe, who has 
been sojourning in the mountain field: 

“Business in the east is good. Merchants in Chicago 


| are all doing a fine business. Manufacturing plants are 


running night and day to keep up with their orders. 
Fire insurance seems to be about the only business that 
is not on a sound footing. The terrible greed among a 
certain class of companies during the past five years for 
premium income has introduced bad practices into the 
business, viz: bad forms of policies, cutting of rates and 
selling insurance below actual cost to carry same, keep- 
ing bad faith with each other by paying excess commis- 
sions to agents. 

The recognized standard commission paid agents by 
the conservative and reliable companies is 15 per cent, 
while it is a fact that some of the non-board element and 
weak companies are making contracts with their agents 
to pay 25 per cent, and in some cases 35 per cent. At 
the present obtainable rates, no company can afford to 
pay, and in justice to its patrons, should not pay over 15 
per cent. 

The public can rest assured that it is only a question 
of time when companies paying 25 per cent or more 
commission will become insolvent, as it stands to reason 
that they can not successfully compete with companies 
standing strictly on a 15 per cent basis and having 10 to 
15 per cent advantage over them in their expense 


| account. 


The Liverpool & London & Globe, with a majority of 
the best companies, stands on a strictly 15 per cent basis 
and proposes to fight it out on this line. 

Denver rates have been very materially reduced, and 
justly so, during the past pod but if reports are 


true regarding the recent condition of the fire hose in 
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the city of Denver. viz: that you have only about 5.10) 
feet of first-class hose in the entire department that 
would be fit to use in the down town district in case of a 
conflagration, it would bea very proper thing tor com. 
panies to increase the rates 25 per cent until such time 
as a sufficient amount have been purchased to put the 
fire department in good fighting condition. 

You might say in conclusion that the National A <soci- 
ation of Local Fire Insurance Agents, through Rk. § 
Brannen, its secretary, is doing a great deal of good to 
stop demoralization and correct bad practices in under- 


writing.”’ 


A. F. DEAN'S VALUABLE PAPER. 

Before the Illinois state board, in session at 
Lake Delavan, Wis., A. F. Dean, of the Spring- 
field, presented the result of his research along 
the line of rate movements. Mr Dean gave 
only a summary of a paper he has had under 
preparation for some time, and which is ex- 
pected to prove of great interest and import- 
ance when it is ultimately put into print. It 
was moved that the Illinois state board have the 
address printed, and this necessitated an expla- 
nation from the speaker that it was but a por- 
tion of a treatise he was preparing and that it 
would in time be prepared for general distribu- 
tion. Those who know Mr. Dean’s tireless en- 
ergy and patience in research will await the 
publication of his paper with great interest. It 
is more of a treatise or text book on rating and 
the problems of fire underwriting than anything 
under preparation for years. It will show the 
movement of rates and the wave or cycle in 
which they operate, the relation of insurance to 
the state, deal with legislative enactments, the 
nature of the insurance community, classifica- 
tion, the science of rating, the necessity of edu- 
cation in insurance, high commissions, tariff 
education, underwriting profits, taxes, and in 
fact everything pertaining to the science of fire 
underwriting. That such a treatise will prove 
invaluable goes without saying. 

PREUSSER’S WISHES CARRIED OUT. 

There is a little interesting inside history con- 
nected with the election of W. L. Jones, vice- 
president of the Northwestern National of Mil- 
waukee, to the presidency of the Milwaukee 
Mechanics. The directors of the Milwaukee 
Mechanics say that the late president, Christian 
Preusser, expressed a wish that should he die be- 
fore Adolf J. Cramer, who was at that time secre- 
tary of that company, that Mr. Cramer should 
be chosen president. He also stated, that if Mr. 
Cramer should die first, he thought that Mr. 
Jones should be elected president. They hav- 
ing such great respect for Mr. Preusser’s opin- 
ions, deemed it proper to carry out his wishes, 
to say nothing of Mr. Jones’ capability for the 
position., it being remembered, that Mr. Cramer 
died a year or so ago and being succeded by G. 
W. Grossenbach.

CODIFICATION COMMITTEE'S WORK. 

The codification committee of the Union has 
been holding almost daily meetings in Chicago 
for some time in the work of revising the rules 
and recommending obsolete legislation that 
may with entire safety to the organization be 
rescinded at the coming fall meeting. The work 
is necessarily slow, and to date only a few pages 
of the many composing the rules have received 
attention. To be thorough, as is proposed by 
the committee, the codification will last well 
into July, and may not be entirely completed 
by that time. The committee is taking up the 
work page by page, line by line, and even word 
by word, bracketing the old and useless stuff, 
making recommendations, alterations and 
changes, and seeing where new clauses can be 
recommended.

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THE OHIO & W. VA 
SITUATION AT CLEVELAND. 

The Cleveland situation has improved very 
much within the past month. For several years 
the local board operated under a competitive 
rate system, and so badly was this system 
abused that nearly every line of any size and a 
large share of the preferred business were en- 
joying the benefits of special or competitive 
rates. The situation finally became so intoler- 
able that the local agents got together and ap- 
pointed a special or reorganization cominittee of 
fifteen to formulate a new constitution and by- 
laws. Over ninety per cent. of the agents 
pledged themselves to abide by the action of 
this committee. The new constitution formu- 
lated by this committee became operative on 
June 15. By the operation, all special or com- 
petitive rates were rescinded. The Cochran 
rates are now operative, and are generally being 
obtained by the agents. At the present time 
there are ten agents outside the exchange, the 
principal ones being C. A. Muerman, J. L. Rice 
& Co., E. B. Tidd & Co,. The Northwestern 
National and the Squire, Hahn & App Co. A 
majority of these are opposed to the so-called 
cash collection system, which is a part of the 
exchange, At a special meeting of the ex- 
change, Tuesday, it was voted to postpone until 
January 1 the operation of this cash collection 
system. The Muerman, Rice and Tidd agen- 
cies, it is confidently expected, will now join 
the exchange and abide by any future action of 
the exchange on this question. It is reported 
that Col. Fletcher will soon apply for admission 
to the exchange as local manager for the Squire, 
Hahn & App agency. If the Colonel can con- 
vince the members of the exchange that he is 
the “ whole thing ’’ so far as his agency is con- 
cerned, his application might go through 
otherwise not.

MURRAY GETS THE AMERICAN. 

Announcement is made that the American In- 
surance Company, of Newark, N. J., which re- 
cently reinsured the Rockford, has appointed 
A. K. Murray, of Cincinnati, as general agent 
for Ohio. The company thus enters the Ohio 
General Agency which Mr. Murray has estab- 
lished, and which bids fair to meet with unusual 
success in the future. As is known, Mr. Mur- 
ray but last week added the general agency of 
the United States Fire to his office. He will 
now have the Grand Rapids, American, of New- 
ark, and United States. Cuyahoga county will 
not be under Mr. Murray's jurisdiction for the 
American. He will have entire charge of the 
balance of the state, commencing July 1. It is 
understood that the American will take up all 
the old Rockford agents in Cleveland except 
Kroeckel and Johns, who will report to the 
home office. The Rockford has had several 
agents in Cleveland. It is also stated that out- 
side of Cleveland, the American will take less 
than thirty out of more than one hundred of the 
Rockford agents. The American has greatly 
changed the underwriting policy of the Rock- 
ford in Ohio. It has reinsured down several of 
the large lines carried by the Rockford, and has 
canceled considerable of its hazardous business. 
The arrangement for the disposition of the rep- 
resentation of the American in Cincinnati has 
not yet definitely been determined by General 
Agent Murray. At present Arthur Kleve repre- 
sents the American in Cincinnati. The Rock- 
ford is in the offices ot L. E. Guntrum, Simon 
Sturm and C. O. Gansel & Co. P. L. Hoadley, 
superintendent of agents, was in Cincinnati last 
week making arrangements with Mr. Murray. 
At that time he expressed himself as desiring to 
remain in the Sturm office, owing to the

ANTI-TRUST INSURANCE CASES. 

The Supreme Court of Ohio adjourned for the 
summer vacation without announcing a decision 
in the anti-trust insurance cases. While, of 
course, it is a matter of speculation, to a greater 
or less extent, what the decision will be, yet 
those in the position to judge, state that a de- 
cision was really reached in favor of the com- 
panies by a majority of the judges, that is, that 
the court has no jurisdiction. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that the court should be for three 
months unable to agree about what the evidence 
shows. It was published in the Columbus 
papers a few days ago that Judge Shauck said 
that a decision would be handed down in this 
case before the summer adjournment. The con- 
clusion is that a decision was reached, but that 
most likely Judge Shauck was enga‘red in pre- 
paring the opinion, as is always done before a 
decision is announced. The failure to an- 
nounce it was douht'ess due to some difference 
among the judges as to the wording of the 
opinion which occurred too late to adjust satis- 
factorily. If the court is convinced of the 
soundness of the Attorney General's attack, it 
would scarcely have allowed the matter to go 
over a long vacation without decision, while the 
matter he complained of continued. Judge 
Shauck was not satisfied with the former de- 
cision on the question of jurisdiction, and so 
stated, and if he was right in the opinion, it 
would indicate the decision had gone his way of 
thinking. It is generally to be regretted that 





the decision was not announced. The long 


| 


time the court has had under consideration the 
cases would indicate that the questions giving 
the court trouble were legal, rather than ques- 
tions of fact. It can also be said that the court 
evidently was not impressed with the informa- 
tion that any serious danger menaces the public, 
by the continuance of the system which the 
Attorney General seeks to destroy. 

SITUATION AT AKRON. 

The Akron agents are trying hard to get their 
board reorganized. The old one has been run- 
ning in fairly good shape with two agencies out, 
Graham & Baum, who represent Squire, Hahn 
& App’s companies, and William H. Evans, 
who has the Germania and Buffalo German. It 
was reported that Squire, Hahn & App would 
force Graham & Baum in the board, if rate 
making could be divorced from the board. 
Several weeks ago, the president appointed a 
commiittee of five to draw up a new constitution 
and by-laws. This was done and they were sub- 
mitted for adoption. The by-laws provided that 
the secretary should have nothing to do with 
rate making, but that Cochran should es- 
tablish a branch there. Mr. Cochran met the 
agents and took the matter up with them. The 
board passed the new rules and they are to go 
into effect as soon as all the agents in the city 
have signed them. All the old board members 
have signed except Hali & Harter and P. P. 
Bock & Co. Graham & Baum and William H. 
Evans refuse to sign. 


BECKETT AGENCY AT STEUBENVILLE. 

Following the investigation of the Beckett 
agency at Steubenville, Ohio, owned by Harry 
P. Beckett and his wife, the Becketts are said to 
have left that city. It is stated that several 
alleged irregularities were discovered. The 
Aetna, Connecticut, Home, Lancashire, and 
Niagara have transferred to John McCracken & 
Son. Mrs. Ella Maxwell, who has had the 
Commercial Union and Phoenix of Hartford, 
has purchased the office furniture from the 
Becketts, and taken the rest of their companies, 
the Fire Association, Firemans Fund, German 
American, Glens Falls, New York Underwriters, 
North America, Northwestern National, Nor- 
wich Union, Pennsylvania, Queen, Scottish 
Union, and Williamsburg City. The Becketts 
have made an assignment.

FUNSTON LEAVES THE NATIONAL. 

Chas. B. Funston, special agent of the Na- 
tional of Cincinnati, has retired from the-ser- 
vice of that company as of June 30. All the 
interests of the company heretofore in his 
charge will be attended to by Gardner E. Weeks 
of Columbus for the present, and another 
special will shortly be appointed. 

SITUATION AT PARKERSBURG. 

If one wants to strike a town where all the 
agents are not complaining about rate cutting, 
bad faith, and the many other ills the insurance 
agent is heir to, just visit a place where they 
have had a taste of a rate war, and such a poiut 
is Parkersburg, West Virginia, to-day, and with 
the sound sense exhibited by the agents at 
present is likely to remain so, although there is 
some complaint about companies and general 
agents starting new agencies. That can never 
be stopped or regulated, as there are too many 
companies for the business, Sims Powell, 
representing the Germania Life, has taken the 
agency of the Milwaukee and Palatine, and will 
do a general insurance business. I. W. Shrews- 
bury, of the First National Bank has accepted 
the agency of the Firemens of Baltimore. J. W. 
Kite has also joined the ranks of the insurance 
army and will represent the State of New York. 
All of these have joined the board. There are

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BARKER, FROST & CO.'S TROUBLE. 

The Toledo situation is causing considerable 
anxiety owing to the speculation regarding 
Barker, Frost & Co. As is known, this firm has 
until July 13,to comply with the requirements 
of the board. Their failure to comply by that 
time leaves the business of the firm open to 
competition. There seems to be considerable 
back of this fight, which has never been pub- 
lished, It is stated, that all the companies in 
this agency that were interested in the Union 
Elevator loss at Toledo, were quite well satisfied 
with the agency's management of their interest. 
It is intimated that some of the other large 
agencies, do not stand so well with their com- 
panies owing to this loss, and the companies 
have been carrying on considerable correspor- 
dence with them in the way of complaint, and 
some of them may retire from theiragencies. If 
this be true, it means that some agencies are los- 
ing business and toa greatextent. Barker, Frost 
& Co,, are in a position to capture some of it. 
This, naturally engenders a bitter feeling. The 
firms that are most strongly opposed to Barker, 
Frost & Co., it is claimed, would like to force 
this agency into a position that it would he 


obliged to go out of the board. This 
being the case, a period of rate cutting 
would commence and the board would 


be disrupted. It is stated by friends of 
Barker, Frost & Co., that the plan of these 
agents who are now losing business since the 
Union Elevator fire, would be to ho!d together 
in the rate cutting contest. Some managers of 
companies in the Barker, Frost & Co.'s office 
feel the opponents of this agency want to p!ace 
the onus upon this firm as being the cause of 
the possible disruption of the board, It is said 
that some agents, in case of a rate war, at 
Toledo, will advertise in the papers offering to 
rebate their entire commission to the assured, so 
that all the other agents will not make any- 
thing on commissions.

THE CINCINNATI SITUATION. 

The Cincinnati situation at present owing to 
the non-board agency of Simon Sturm, shows 
some indication of becoming serious. In the 
Cincinnati Enquirer of last Sunday, Mr. Sturm 
had a display advertisement, stating that he 
represents the Northern of London, Buffalo 
German, American of Philadelphia and Com- 
monwealth, and a dozen other leading compa- 
nies. Inthe advertisement was the following 
sentence, ‘‘it is to your in‘erest to support and 
maintain a first class non-board agency.’’ While 
as yet, Mr. Sturm has not made any great stir, 
yet many board members are becoming appre- 
hensive. It isstated that Mr. Sturm has offered 
to cut rates at 20 per cent below tariff. His 
agency has always been a prominent one in the 
city; he has conducted his business in an honor- 
able manner and has always had the good will 
and respect of his competitors. The prestige of 
Mr. Sturm and his office go much to add amore 
serious phase to the situation. The Cincinnati 
board has given the former companies in Mr. 
Sturm’s office that retired therefrom, the privi- 
lege of meeting Mr. Sturm’s competition in 
case he offers to make a cut rate. As yet there 
have been but two applications made te the ex- 
ecutive committee. Most board members ob- 
ject to competitive rates being made in special 
instances, inasmuch as they believe that such a 
course only means demoralization. Mr. Sturm 
has quite an extensive Hebrew business and if 
he starts out on a campaign for new business, 
offering 20 per cent reduction, serious complica- 
tions are likely to ensue.

MICHIGAN UNDERWRITING. 


COMMISSIONER CAMPBELL’S CIRCULAR. 

Commissioner Campbell has sent the follow- 
ng circular to all fire, marine and casualty 
companies operating in Michigan: 


The law of the State of Michigan makes it a criminal 
offense for companies or persons to write fire. marine 
or casualty insurance in this state “except through a 
duly licensed agent in this state.’ It also provides that 
agents shall procure from the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance certificates of authority and that copies of such 
certificates shall be filed by the agent in the clerks’ 
offices of the counties where insurance is solicited. The 
internal revenue laws provide that a ten cent stamp 
shall be annexed to each such certificate. Iam aware 
that there is a controversy of words and correspondence 
going on as to the legal force of such provision  Al- 
though express, telegraph and other corporations have 
adroitly shifted the burdens imposed upon them, I shall 
not voluntarily or willingly aid insurance companies 
doing business in Michigan to evade this slight tax to 
the general government under present conditions, in 
the payment of revenue taxes. To the credit of many 
of them no request for such construction has been made, 
while others are daily insisting upon it. That the posi- 
tion of this department may be known to all, I write 
you that until the courts shall otherwise order, all com- 
panies desirous of agency appointments must furnish 
to this department in advance the required stamps 
This course, though causing the department considera- 
ble extra annoyance, I believe to be not only just but 
within the spirit of the law

SITUATION AT DETROIT. 

The energetic and busy underwriters’ club of 
Detroit has been getting down to business in 
greatshape. It held no less than three meet- 
ings in two weeks, the object of all three of 
them being the enforcement of the rule restrict- 
ing agents to the representation of companies 
not represented by agents out of the board. At 
the last moment it developed that Jas. A. Jones 
had not made his $59 deposit good. The club 
refused to reinstate him until this was done, 
and gave board agents representing companies 
of which Mr. Jones was also the agent, twenty- 
four hours to get their companies in line or send 
back supplies. Within the twenty-four hours 
Mr. Jones had made the deposit good and the 
same day a special meeting was called to for- 
mally reinstate him, which was done, E. A. 
Waterfall who, as was said, had expressed his 
willingness to pay certain back fines, refused at 
the last moment to pay any whatever. He was 
formally expelled from the club, and now lives 
in a jurisdiction where he breathes the pure air 
of freedom and can do as he pleases. A com- 
pany for which he has been agent for a long 
time, the Western Underwriters, has decided 


to stand by its non-board agencies and formally 
severed its connection with board agents that 
refused to leave the club. This action neces- 
sitated the resignation of Carl Wurzer from the 
club, as the Western is the only company he 
represents. The Girard took up its supplies in 
Macklem Bros, agency, at the request of the 
Board. Comment among agents has it that the 
Girard was reluctant to do this as Macklem 
Bros. were regarded as ideal agents. The Board 
recently passed a resolution changing its method 
of getting dues. Instead of demanding $2 dues 
per annum from each agent, it now requires 
$2.50 from each agent for each company repre- 
sented. It is reported that nearly all agents 
have passed over the money, and companies 
generally have made no complaint when they 
found $2.50 charged up in their accounts in the 
items for sundries.

NEW SYSTEM OF RATING. 

Agents of Detroit generally have been insist- 
ing, as long as can be remembered, on a more 
modern system of rating than the old time rate 
books. Under the existing system one agent 
gets rates as much as three weeks before an- 
other, innumerable errors are the result of the 
methods employed, hence agents have been ad- 
vocating the introduction of the card-rating 
system in Detroit. It is thought that opposition 
will be encountered from certain quarters, but 
that the majority of agents will favor it. It cer- 
tainly will be a boon to the insurance business 
in Detroit, as it will give each agent knowledge 
of changes in rates at the same time, and one 
agent will therefore possess no advantage over 
another through this source. 

MICHIGAN AGENTS TO DINE. 

Members of the board as a result of their per- 
sistent efforts in determining upon and advocat- 
ing new measures for the relief of themselves 
and the insurance business in Detroit, have 
worked so patiently and so hard that their 
wearied countenances show such signs of ema- 
ciation, their pallid cheeks such overwork, that 
they have decided to rejuvenate their weakened 
bodies by treating them to a feast in the nature 
of a banquet with liquid accessories at Mc- 
Sweeney’s on the Lake. The day for the 
sumptuous repast has not yet been set, but it 
promises to be a gala day in fire insurance cir- 
cles in Detroit when it does take place. It is 
hoped that by touching elbows at the festal 
board, agents will gradually come to regard 
their fellow agents as friends and not foes, and 
that forever hereafter one day shall be set aside 
for purposes similar to this, when the bond of 
fellowship can be renewed.

WANT STOCK COMPANIES TO JOIN. 
Considerable speculation is being made as to 
the future of the 
Accident Underwriters 


International Association of 
At the recent meeting 
in Niagara Falls, there was a surprising inno- 
vation, in that the General Accident of Scot- 
land and the London Guarantee and Accident, 
both large stock companies, applied for mem- 
bership. While the association membership 
was made up of mutual companies, its by-laws 
and plan of organization was intended to be 
broad enough to cover the entire field of acci- 
In the past, there have 
been futile efforts to get stock companies to 
join, but they always refused, seemingly not 
liking the idea of uniting with an organization 
whose companies operated on the mutual plan. 
Owing to the fact that so many of the mutual 
companies are organizing as stock corporations, 
there will probably be an application for mem- 
bership on the part of several of the old estab- 
lished companies. The North American of 
Chicago, the Metropolitan of Chicago, the Com- 
mercial Mutual and the Provident, both of Phil- 
adelphia, are now engaged in reorganizing as 
stock companies. Secretary A, E. Forrest, of 
the North American, who had his resignation 
ready to send to the International Association, 
has withdrawn it owing to this movement in 
the direction of stock companies controlling 
the association. It seems to be the idea that if 
stock companies in general will enter the or- 
ganization, that it will be used for the advance- 
ment of mutual interests in the way of uniform 
ratings and policies, etc. The Bureau of Infor- 
mation, conducted by Mr. Hooper, of Boston, 
is one of the prominent features of the work, 
and has been entirely divorced from the associ- 
ation, The property of the bureau has been 
turned over to Mr. Hooper with the under- 
standing that he should carry on his work on an 
independent basis. It is the general impression 
that the accident companies are wandering away 
from the old safe and conservative lines, both 
as to the rates and methods of business. The 
liberalized policy forms and the advantages 
that companies offer to the assured, brought 
about by strong competition, are generally to 
be regretted, and this association may result in 
getting business back in the old line. It is 
stated that strenuous efforts are being made to 
induce all the stock companies to join the asso- 
ciation and also the bureau. 
++ ++ 
BICYCLE ACCIDENTS. 

It is estimated that bicycles have added about 
2 per cent to the losses of accident companies, 
The injuries from carriages, street cars and the 
like have somewhat decreased, owing to more 
people using wheels. Cyclists have become 
more efficient, and the ordinances requiring 
lights, bells and prohibiting ‘‘scorching,’’ these 
lessening the hazard. Apropos of the bicycle 
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hazard, might be stated a recent decision by 
the New York court of appeals. An undertaker 
was injured while cycling after business hours 
for pleasure. As an undertaker, his rate of in- 
demnity was fixed in the policy at $20 a week. 
The company resisted the claim on the ground 
that when he was injured he was not an under- 
taker, but a cycler, and consequently was en- 
titled only to a cycler’s irdemnity—$10 a week 
—under the clause providing that if the insured 
is injured while engaged in any occupation or 
exposure classed as more hazardous than his 
ordinary vocation he shall receive merely the 
indemnity specified for the increased hazard. 
The lower court, the appellate division, and 
now the court of appeals hold that the increased 
hazard clause refers to the occupation, not the 
recreation, of the insured, and that a business 
man does not become a cycler within the mean- 
ing of the policy by a few minutes’ ride, but is 
entitled to the same indemnity as if he was in- 
jured in the regular employment stipulated in 
the policy.

GENERAL ACCIDENT TO ORGANIZE. 

The General Accident Insurance Company of 
Philadelphia has been organized with a capital 
of $109,000, fully paid in. The following offi- 
cers have been elected: W.S. Muir, president;

This company made its first appearance in 








Ohio as an assessment life association in June, 


1891, and continued to operate as such till 
March, 1897, when it notified the department 
that it was unable to secure the services of any 


| active agents in the State, and decided, there- 


fore, not to ask for relicense. At that time its 
membership in Ohio was 93, representing $96,- 
500 of insurance. 

The Franklin was formerly an assessment 


| company located at Springfield, Ill., and had a 


fair business. It decided to reorganize as a 


| legal reserve company, and in order to do so, 


the People's Life, of Springfield, with $100,000 
capital, was organized by S. C. Bolling, Geo. B. 
Stadden and W. F. Workman, all agency field 
men of the Fidelity Mutual Life, of Philadel- 
phia. The Franklin’s business was taken by 
the People’s, on a legal basis, but the name of 
the Franklin was retained. The three old 
Fidelity men are the powers behind the Frank- 
lin, Mr. Bolling being agency manager. The 
company recently reinsured the Merchant’s 
Life, of St. Louis, a large stipulated premium 
company. The Franklin has been known as a 
‘‘political’? company, inasmuch as several well 
known Illinois politicians own stock in it and 
helped to advance it. Senator David Littler is 
president. Its main business has been in the 
smaller cities and towns, and until a few weeks 
ago, it had not operated in Chicago. The com- 
pany has been doing a good business in its 
home state, it having written $2,154,000 in new 
business in Illinois last year, representing $158,- 
797 in premiums. It has entered some four or
